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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's arguments about the lack of motivation to combine Houvener and Schulz have been considered but 
are not persuasive.ln response to applicant's argument that the cited references are nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art 
reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the 
applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 
USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both Houvener and Schultz are concerned with the problem of providing a user with user- 
friendly means for storing and retiieving receipts. It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Houvener to include teachings of Schultz. The combination of the teaching taken as a whole suggests that users 
would have benefited from being able to obtain more transactional information about the products/services they purchased in a timely 
manner without having to save their paper receipts. 
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
